I   take  pleasTire  in  transmitting  herewith  "Population 
of  Maryland,  Baltimore  City  and  Counties,  1790-194.9,"  which  brings 
up  to  date  the  Conanission's  earlier  report,  "Population  of  Maryland, 
1790-1930. « 

This  report  presents  in  graphic  and  tabular  form  popu- 
lation data  for  each  of  the  counties,  Baltimore  City,  and  the  State 
of  Maryland,  from  the  date  of  the  first  census  to  194-9.  Ihere  have 
been  many  changes  in  the  size  and  distribution  of  the  population  of 
Maryland  since  the  last  census  in  1940.  Each  of  the  twenty-three 
counties  has  grown  in  that  period  and   the  total  population  of  the 
State  has  increased  17.7/6, 

In  1950  the  17th  census  of  the  country  will  be  con- 
ducted by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census.  In  conjunction 
with  the  material  that  will  be  made  available  as  a  result  of  that 
census  it  will  be  very  useful  to  have  assembled  comprehensive  in- 
formation on  the  population  of  each  of  the  counties  and  Baltimore 
City,  such  as  is  presented  herein. 

Adequate  population  data  are  essential  to  intelligent 
planning  and  this  publication  should  prove  to  be  a  valuable  aid  to 
all  agencies  concerned  with  the  planning  and  development  of  the  poli- 
tical subdivisions  of  the  State,

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FOREWORD 

Adequate  population  data  are  essential  tools  for  agencies  concerned 
with  the  planning  and  development  of  the  State  and  its  political  subdivisions. 
In  1934.,  the  State  Planning  Commission  published  "Population  of  Maryland, 
1790-1930,"  The  present  report  supplements  this  earlier  document  and  brings 
up  to  date  the  population  figures  for  the  counties  of  Maryland  and  Baltimore 
City. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  number  and  distribution  of 
persons  in  Maryland  since  the  Census  of  194-0.  The  1950  Census  is  avraited 
with  interest  for  a  detailed  picture  of  the  size  and  location  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  State.  In  anticipation  of  the  1950  data  this  publication  carries 
the  population  figuxes  through  194-9. 

Since  1910  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  of  the  State  Department 
of  Health  has  been  making  annual  estiraates  of  the  population  of  the  counties 
of  the  State.  The  latest  figures  prepared  by  the  Bureau  give  the  estimated 
population  of  the  counties  as  of  July  1,  194-7.  We  are  grateful  to  Sales 
Management  for  permitting  their  194-9  population  estimates,  published  in  the 
"Survey  of  Buying  Power,"  May  10,  194-9,  to  be  used  herein.  Because  the  "Sur- 
vey of  Buying  Power"  estimates  for  Baltimore  County  and  St.  Mary's  County 
are  considerably  lower  than  the  local  estiraates  both  sets  of  figures  are 
shown  in  the  charts  and  tables  for  these  counties. 

The  population  of  Maryland  increased  17. 75^  from  1940  to  1949.  Each 
of  the  twenty- three  counties  has  grown  since  1940,  with  individual  increases 
ranging  from  a  low  of  3.8^  in  Talbot  County  to  a  high  of  53,8;^  in  St.  Mary's 
County,  The  development  and  expansion  of  the  Patuxent  Naval  Air  Station  in 
St.  Mary's  County  caused  the  population  of  the  County,  which  had  been  declin- 
ing since  1900,  to  more  than  double  in  size  in  the  past  nine  years,  on  the 
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basis  of  local  estimates  of  the  cxirrent  population.  With  the  increased  ac- 
tivity of  the  Federal  Qovernment  during  the  wax,  the  counties  neighboring 
Washington,  D.C.,  Prince  George's  County  and  Montgomery  County,  increased 
tremendously.  The  population  of  Prince  George's  County  has  expanded  45»8% 
since  194.0  and  that  of  Montgomery  County,  A3. 7^. 

The  influx  of  war  workers  from  the  rural  areas  of  the  State  and 
from  other  states  caused  the  population  of  the  Baltimore  Metropolitan  Area  to 
increase  greatly,  Tlie  migrating  population  settled  less  in  Baltimore  than 
in  the  area  surrounding  the  City,  While  Baltimore  City  increased  13.5$  in 
population  from  194.0  to  1949,  Baltimore  County  expanded  29.6^  and  Anne  Arundel 
County,  23.9^. 

The  white  population  of  Maryland  has  increased  18,2^  since  194-0, 
while  the  nonwhite  population  rose  15. 35^.  In  six  of  the  counties  there  was 
a  decline  in  the  nonwhite  population.   These  counties  are:  St,  Mary's,  18,6$; 
Howard,  12.7%j  Ceciil,  7.0fJj  Washington,  6.1JS;  Talbot,  1.0^;  and  Allegany,  0.9^. 
The  greatest  increase  in  the  nonwhite  population  since  194-0  was  in  Baltimore 
City,  which  amounted  to  22,6^.  However,  the  proportion  of  nonwhite  persons 
to  the  total  population  of  the  City  did  not  change  greatly,  for  in  1940  non- 
whites  constituted  19.4%  of  Baltimore's  population  and  in  1949  they  made  up 
21,0%  of  the  population.  Although  the  nonwhite  population  of  Prince  George's 
County  increased  21,5%  since  194-0,  the  proportion  of  nonwhites  in  the  County 
declined  from  13,2%  in  194-0  to  15.1%  in  1949.  The  ratio  of  the  nonwhite  to 
the  white  population  in  the  State  as  a  whole  remained  relatively  constant. 
In  194-0  the  nonwhites  constituted  16.6%  of  the  State's  total  population  and 
in  192^9  they  were  16.3%  of  the  total. 

Since  1940  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  intra-  and  inter-state 
movement  of  population.  Under  these  conditions  the  problem  of  making  accurate 
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population  estimates  becomes  very  complex.  The  1950  Census  will  make  it 
possible  to  appraise  the  estimating  methods  being  used  and  will  provide  a 
base  from  which  accin-ate  estimates  cem  be  made  to  keep  population  figures 
current  in  the  inter censal  years.  This  publication  has  been  prepared  at 
this  time  so  that  the  1950  Census  data  can  be  put  to  immediate  use,  upon 
their  release,  in  analyzing  population  patterns  for  each  of  the  counties 
and  Bedtimore  City,
